purpose 


Our  main  purpose  as  a  yearbook 
staff  was  to  capture  the  essence  of 
Church  College  for  the  year  1972. 
We  found  this  to  be  impossible  but 
we  tried.  It  was  in  trying  this  that 
we  discovered  another  purpose  for 
our  yearbook.  We  discovered  that 
Church  College  gives  us  a  pattern 
for  successful  living  -  a  pattern 
from  which,  we  believe  every  per- 
son in  New  Zealand  could  benefit.

Our 
Place 


For  621  of  us,  Church  College  was  "our 
place"  in  1972.  From  many  places  and 
peoples  we  students  gathered  to  the  hills 
and  vales  of  Hamilton  -  to  Temple  View 
-home  of  Church  College.  By  the  end 
of  Registration  in  early  February  each  of 
us  clutched  a  class  schedule,  a  school 
uniform,  and  the  privilege  of  a  college 
education. 

North  Islanders  found  themselves  right  at 
home.  526  students  came  from  the  Whan- 
garei,  Auckland,  Hamilton,  Hawkes  Bay, 
and  Wellington  areas.  South  Islanders 
were  lonely  with  30  coming  from  Nelson, 
Dunedin,  and  the  Plains  of  Canterbury. 
Sixty-five  of  us  didn't  call  New  Zealand 
home  at  all.  21  students  came  from  the 
United  States.  Neighbouring  Australia 
was  home  for  18.  14  came  from  Tahiti, 
1 1  from  the  Cook  Islands,  and  1  from 
Fiji. 

Church  College  is  a  melting  pot.  In  spite 
of  narrow-minded  criticism,  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  know 
no  boundaries.    In  1972  we  students  saw 
the  brotherhood  of  Christ  in  action.  21 
of  our  teachers  were  Kiwis,  21  were  Am- 
ericans, and  4  were  Australians.  356 
students  were  New  Zealand  Maoris,  239 
were  Europeans,  Australians  or  Americans, 
and  26  were  Pacific  Islanders.  Church 
wise  599  students  were  members  of  the 
Church,  22  were  not.  Did  we  get  on?  Yes 
we  did!  And  in  the  process  we  became  a 
little  more  aware  of  the  struggle  and  sac- 
rifice required  to  bring  all  nations  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  "perfect  law  of  liberty", 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Looking  at  "our  place"  from  a  worldwide 
point  of  view,  Church  College  claims  only 
600  students  out  of  a  total  of  225,000 
throughout  the  world  who  benefit  from 
the  educational  programs  of  the  Church.

THE  CHURCH  IN  OUR  LIVES 

We  were  members  of  the  Hamilton  South  Stake 
of  Zion  during  the  school  year  1972.  Since  the 
college  was  our  parents  we  were  forced  to  go  to 
Church,  (what  else  can  a  parent  do  with  620  chil- 
dren)? For  some  of  us  the  Spirit  fled  and  so  did 
Zion  -  we  didn't  like  being  forced,  (most  children 
don't).  But  for  most  of  us,  Sunday  was  heaven  - 
we  loved  going  to  Church.  We  appreciated  the 
physics  teacher  who  was  our  Bishop  seven  days  a 
week,  the  English  teacher  who  was  our  scout  leader 
or  Sunday  School  advisor,  or  the  dorm  parent  who 
gave  everything  and  received  so  little  in  return. 

Some  of  us  were  amazed  at  those  of  our  own 
peer  group  who  taught  and  led  us  in  Priesthood  or 
Sunday  School  and  did  so  well.  We  weren't  used 
to  seeing  someone  (especially  someone  of  our  own 
age)  do  something  good  of  their  own  free-will. 
Some  of  us  did  not  learn  until  too  late  that  our 
Bishop  was  our  best  friend  and  that  the  men  and 
women  of  Temple  View  gave  their  all  for  our  ben- 
efit. Some  of  us  took  everything  and  gave  nothing. 

There  wasn't  much  opportunity  to  do  evil  at 
Church  College  during  1972,  but  there  was  unlimi- 
ted opportunity  to  do  good.  Some  of  us  let  the 
opportunity  slip  by,  but  for  all  of  us  at  CCNZ  in 
1972,  the  Church  was  the  most  significant  force 
in  our  lives  whether  we  appreciated  it  or  not.

CHURCH  SCHOOL  DRESS  AND  GROOMING 
STANDARDS  FOR  1972 

Within  Church  Colleges  and  schools,  honour 
has  traditionally  been  understood  as  voluntarily 
living  in  accordance  with  the  Principles  and 
standards  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-Day  Saints.  This  is  the  code  and  rule  of 
expectation  for  all  students  in  the  Church  Edu- 
cational System. 

Acceptance  of  admission  at  any  Church  col- 
lege or  school,  therefore,  is  a  voluntary  commit- 
ment to  uphold  Church  principles  and  standards, 
whether  on  or  off  campus,  during  all  periods  of 
enrollment. 

Evolving  directly  and  immediately  from 
this  commitment  is  the  responsibility  for  each 
student  to  familiarize  himself  beforehand  con- 
cerning the  principles  and  standards  to  which 
he  will  be  committing  himself. 

Grooming  should  be  in  keeping  with  these 
guidelines,  emphasizing  cleanliness  and  avoid- 
ance of  dress  or  manner  which  calls  attention 
to  itself  and  symbolizes  either  rebellion  or  non- 
conformity to  the  values  of  modesty,  humility, 
decency  and  propriety. 

Students  at  Church  College  are  expected  to 
support  and  abide  by  the  following  standards 
of  dress  and  appearance.  Continuing  registra- 
tion constitutes  and  affirmative  consent  to 
abide  thereby. 

GENERAL: 

The  attire  and  grooming  of  both  men  and 
women  should  always  be  neat  and  clean. 

Shoes  are  to  be  worn  in  public  campus  areas. 
Sandals  are  generally  acceptable. 

Shorts  are  acceptable  wear  only  in  the  living 
and  athletic  areas. 

So  called  'grubby  attire'  may  be  worn  only 
in  the  immediate  living  areas  of  residence  halls 
and  at  informal  outdoor  activities,  but  not  in 
dining  areas. 

Acceptable  attire  will  be  designated  for  each 
studentbody  dance. 

MEN: 

Slacks,  walk  shorts,  with  jerseys,  sport  shirts, 
ties,  coats,  and  blazers  all  are  acceptable  men's 
wear  for  attendance  at  classes.  At  the  Church 
College  of  New  Zealand  an  official  school  uni- 
form is  required  for  all  3rd,  4  th  and  5  th  formers. 

WOMEN: 

Dresses,  sweaters,  blouses  with  skirts,  culot- 
tes, slacks  or  modest  pant  suits,  not  to  include 
levis  are  acceptable  women's  wear  for  attend- 
ance at  classes. 

Women's  hemlines  (dresses,  skirts,  culottes) 
are  to  be  of  modest  length. 

Formal  wear  may  be  either  a  long  or  short 
formal.  It  does  not  include  low-cut  necklines 
or  strapless  gowns.

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One  of  the  happenings  in  Music  this  year  was  the  formation 
and  success  of  our  Rock  group  "RASPUTIN".  In  humble  sur- 
roundings and  from  smaller  beginnings  they  began  to  build 
themselves  and  practice  a  repartoire  of  popular  songs.  Their 
first  big  break  and  the  event  that  was  to  put  them  on  the  road 
and  into  the  eyes  and  ears  of  the  music  world  was  the  "Battle 
of  the  Bands",  in  Hamilton,  where  they  came  a  very  unexpec- 
ted, excited,  and  close  2nd  place  to  another  group  "Judge 
Hoffman". 

From  there  they  were  booked  to  play  at  several  Hamilton 
High  Schools  and  the  Waikato  University  where  with  a  combi- 
nation of  Rock  music,  short  hair  and  strong  church  standards, 
they  won  themselves  into  the  hearts  of  the  very  particular  and 
freaky  Hamilton  audiences.  The  group  and  their  music  kept 
moving  on  to  play  many  weekends  at  the  Hamilton  dance  hall, 
TABLA  II,  where  they  were  offered  Residency  by  the  Manager 
Mr  David  Stott,  however  because  of  school  regulations,  they 
had  to  turn  the  offer  down  and  play  there  only  a  couple  of 
times  a  month. 


CHURCH  COLLEGE  STANDARD  1972 
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The  group  was  very  unusual  in  it's  line  up  because  of  the 
size  of  the  group  (both  physically  and  in  it's  numbers).  There 
were  eight  members  plus  other  assorted  assistants,  electricians, 
managers  and  what  have  you,  ranging  in  size  from  1 65  stone 
of  vocalist  to  3lA  lbs  of  drummer. 

Talking  to  them  they  said  they  had  made  it  with  a  'Little 
Help  from  their  Friends'  and  were  very  grateful  for  the  help 
of  Steve  Spillane,  their  Roadies  (the  best  ones  around)  the 
untold  support  from  the  student  body  and  the  permission 
to  do  it  all  from  Bro.  Oler  and  Bro.  Tolman. 

This  was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  College  that 
such  a  group  has  ever  done  anything  like  this  or  gone  this  far 
in  promoting  themselves  and  their  music. 

It  goes  to  show  that  you  don't  have  to  be  the  same  as 
everybody  else  to  make  it  in  this  world.

Dear  Students, 

I  am  writing  this  as  I  am  travelling 
from  New  Zealand  to  Salt  Lake  City  to 
the  General  Conference  of  the  Church 
and  the  Church  School  Administrators' 
Seminar.   We  have  just  left  Tahiti  on  a 
beautifully  sunny,  clear  day.  The  air- 
craft is  travelling  at  six  hundred  fifty 
miles  per  hour  at  an  altitude  of  thirty- 
four  thousand  feet.   We  are  about  six 
miles  above  the  ocean.  As  we  pass  over 
islands  and  the  water  everything  looks 
peaceful.  Patches  of  fluffy  white 
clouds  are  everywhere  present,  but  far 
below  us.  Above  are  sunshine  and  blue 
sky. 


All  seems  right  with  the  world. 
Yet  as  I  look  at  that  beautiful  island  be- 
low with  the  thatched  huts  I  know  there 
are  people  in  or  around  the  huts,  though 
I  cannot  see  them  because  I  am  too  far 
away.  There  are  children  playing  and 
squabbling  and  parents  growling.  Exce- 
pt for  the  setting  and  a  much  different 
way  of  life  they  are  just  like  the  stud- 
ents and  other  people  I  left  behind  in 
Temple  View  nine  hours  ago.   You  all 
seem  unreal  and  so  far  away,  just  like 
the  picturesque  sea  and  landscape  below. 
Sometimes  one  must  stand  a  long  way 
off  in  order  to  see  the  whole  picture 
in  better  perspective.  In  the  past  few 
days  Bro.  Tolman  and  I  have  been  wres- 
tling with  the  problem  of  someone  or 
several  "someones" playful  but  waste- 
ful pastime  of  setting  off  fire  extring- 
uishers  around  the  school.  I'm  too  far 
away  to  solve  that  problem.  But  I 
can 't  stop  wondering  why  they  want- 
only waste  the  sacred  funds  of  the 
church.  I  have  thought  of  little  else 
these  past  few  hours.  And  as  I  write 
I  know  that  another  student  is  at  this 
moment  travelling  to  his  home,  expel- 
led from  school  for  immoral  conduct 
during  the  last  holiday.  Again  I  won- 
der why.  Recently  a  student  left 
Church  College  because  he  could  no 
longer  endure  the  teasing  and  abuse 
he  was  receiving  from  other  students, 
young  members  of  the  church.   Why  ? 


Yet  over  all  my  puzzled  wonder- 
ing and  questioning  remains  one  power- 
ful thought.   You  are  each  one  a  child 
of  God.  Good,  bad,  or  indifferent,  you 
were  each  made  in  His  image  and  each 
has  within  yourself  the  power  to  be 
like  God.  Each  one  of  you  is  cared  for, 
loved,  worried  over,  and  whispered  to 
by  a  loving  Father  in  Heaven.  Just 
like  this  beautiful  scene  six  miles  be- 
low me,  over  each  one  of  you  like  a 
gigantic  umbrella  is  the  sure  knowledge 
that  you  are  each  a  child  of  God.  If 
you  leave  Church  College  believing 
that  2  +  2  =  5  but  knowing  that  you 
are  a  child  of  God,  humbly  understand- 
ing that  there  is  dignity  and  great  per- 
sonal value  in  you,  then  the  greatest 
goal  of  Church  College  will  have  been 
achieved.  I  leave  you  my  witness  that 
God  lives,  that  he  loves  and  cares  for 
each  one  of  you.

4.  Develop  community  leadership. 

5.  Develop  job  competence,  work  skills,  and 
industriousness  in  members. 

Because  of  its  country  location,  the 
College  is  primarily  a  boarding  school  with 
a  dormitory  capacity  of  550.  There  are  9 
academic  buildings  and  6  dormitories  on  the 
campus  and  34  faculty  homes.  The  campus 
facilities  include  an  indoor  swimming  pool, 
gymnasium  and  social  hall. 

The  student  body  is  varied  with  about 
half  Maoris  and  half  European  and  Ameri- 
can. Students  attending  the  college  range 
in  age  from  12  to  20  and  are  fully  occupied 
in  academic,  physical,  spiritual  and  social 
activities.  There  are  four  college  wards  on 
campus.  On  some  Saturdays  there  may  be 
as  many  as  40  athletic  teams  representing 
the  school  in  sporting  activities. 

The  spiritual  growth  on  campus  is  evi- 
denced by  the  sharp  increase  of  students 
who  are  filling  full-time  missions.  As  of 
January  1,  1970,  there  were  51  former 
students  serving  full-time  missions  —  more 
missionaries  than  the  total  number  called 
from  1958  to  1968. 

Among  the  Church  College's  accomplish- 
ments: 

—  The  college  was  granted  accrediting  pri- 
vileges in  1968  by  the  University  Entr- 
ance Board,  thereby  receiving  full 
recognition  as  an  academic  institution. 

—  CCNZ  has  a  unique  piano  and  organ 
instruction  programme,  presently  involv- 
ing about  130  students.  One  of  the  goals 
of  the  programme  is  to  provide  organists 
and  pianists  for  the  branches,  wards,  and 
stakes  of  New  Zealand. 

—  The  college  has  the  only  auto  mechanics 
programme  which  is  operated  by  a  sec- 
ondary school  in  New  Zealand.  It  was 
established  this  year  by  permission  of 
the  New  Zealand  Apprenticeship  Board 
as  an  experimental  programme  which 
could  lead  to  auto  mechanic  instruction 
in  secondary  schools  throughout  New 
Zealand.

Joseph  Fielding  Smith  -  a  son  of  God;  an  apostle 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  a  prophet  of  the  Most  High; 
and  above  all,  a  father  in  Israel!  -  has  been  called  by 
the  Lord  whom  he  loved  so  much  and  served  so  well 
to  other  and  greater  labours  in  his  eternal  vineyard. 

Would  it  be  amiss  to  say  we  rejoice,  if  not  at  his 
passing  as  such,  at  least  at  the  glorious  probationary 
experiences  which  were  climaxed  by  his  return  to 
that  God  who  gave  him  breath? 

Would  it  be  amiss  if  we,  with  the  angels,  rejoice 
that  this  favoured  and  choice  son  of  a  gracious  Father 
has  kept  the  faith,  has  filled  the  full  measure  of  his 
creation,  and  has  now  entered  into  his  eternal  rest? 

Joseph  Fielding  Smith  -  a  son  of  God:  one  who 
was  true  and  faithful  in  the  realms  of  yesterday ;  one 
who  kept  his  first  estate  and  shouted  for  joy  at  the 
prospects  of  mortality ;  one  who  was  numbered  with 
the  noble  and  great  of  eternity  -  left  the  Eternal 
Presence  and  was  born  of  goodly  parents  here  on 
July  19,  1876. 

After  nearly  a  century  of  life  away  from  his  heav- 
enly home  -  after  96  years  less  1 7  days  of  sojourning 
as  a  stranger  and  a  pilgrim  among  mortal  men  -  he 
has  been  called  home  to  report  on  his  stewardship 
and  to  receive  further  light  and  knowledge  from  that 
Lord  whose  voice  he  heard  in  this  life  and  whose  face 
he  shall  behold  in  his  new  abode. 

Having  taken  upon  himself  the  whole  armour  of 
God,  having  fought  a  good  fight,  having  kept  the  faith 
and  been  true  and  faithful,  he  has  now  entered  into 
the  joy  of  that  Lord  whom  he  served  so  well. 

His  mortal  probation  ended  at  9:25  p.m.  on  Sun- 
day, July  2,  1972,  and  he  is  now  in  the  midst  of  a 
joyous  reunion  with  his  family. 

On  Thursday,  June  29,  he  gave  the  opening  address 
at  the  seminar  for  mission  presidents  and  their  wives. 
Friday  night  he  attended  a  banquet  with  about  270 
others  who  work  in  the  missionary  cause. 

On  Sunday,  July  2,  he  attended  sacrament  meeting 
in  the  Eighteenth  Ward,  his  home  ward.   That  after- 
noon he  listened  as  my  young  daughter,  Sara  and  I 
read  to  each  other  and  discussed  chapters  5  through 
12  of  First  Nephi  in  the  Book  of  Mormon.  He  ate  a 
light  supper  at  about  7:30  p.m.  He  was  as  healthy 
and  robust,  as  alert  and  active,  as  he  has  been  at  any 
time  in  recent  years. 

After  supper  he  sat  in  his  favourite  chair  in  the 
front  room  and  talked  with  my  wife,  Amelia.  One  of 
the  last  things  he  said  to  her  was  that  he  loved  her  and 
blessed  her.  At  about  9:20  p.m.  she  went  into  anoth- 
er room  to  get  an  address  for  a  letter  she  was  writing. 

His  passing  was  as  sweet  and  as  easy,  as  calm  and 
as  peaceful  as  though  he  had  fallen  asleep,  which  in 
fact  he  had;  it  was  with  him,  as  with  one  of  old  whom 
Jesus  said,  "Lazarus  sleepeth. "  He  passed  away  sit- 
ting in  the  same  chair  in  which  his  beloved  Jessie  had 
sat  almost  eleven  months  to  the  day  earlier  when  she 
answered  a  similar  summons.

Of  the  First  Council  of  the  Seventy 
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PRESIDENT 
HAROLD  B.  LEE 
ORDAINED 

ELEVENTH  PRESIDENT 
OF  THE  CHURCH 

Friday,  July  7,  1972,  will  go  down  in  the  annals  of  time  as 
one  of  the  important  dates  in  the  history  of  the  Church.  On 
the  morning  of  that  clear,  warm  summer  day,  in  the  sacred 
confines  of  the  Salt  Lake  Temple,  President  Harold  Bingham 
Lee  was  ordained  and  set  apart  by  his  fellow  members  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  as  the  eleventh  President  and  prophet, 
seer,  and  revelator  of  the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth. 

The  Council's  action  followed  by  five  days  the  death  of 
President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  who  passed  away  at  about 
9:25  p.m.,  Sunday,  July  2.  On  Thursday,  July  6,  President 
Smith 's  funeral  was  held  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle,  and 
burial  was  in  the  Salt  Lake  Cemetery. 

Early  the  next  morning,  members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  the  governing  body  of  the  Church  following  the  death 
of  a  President  of  the  Church,  retired  to  the  temple  to  consider 
the  matter  of  reorganization  of  the  First  Presidency.  President 
Lee,  President  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  by  virtue  of  his 
position  of  seniority  in  that  council,  was  ordained  and  set 
apart  with  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  serving  as  voice. 
President  Kimball,  through  his  position  of  seniority  in  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  now  becomes  the  President  of  the 
Twelve. 

Following  his  ordination,  President  Lee  set  apart  his  two 
counselors  in  the  First  Presidency,  President  N.  Eldon  Tanner, 
first  counselor,  and  President  Marion  G.  Romney,  second 
counselor,  and  President  Kimball  as  President  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve.   The  action  of  the  day  left  a  vacancy  in  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve. 

In  a  press  conference  following  the  events  of  the  morning, 
President  Lee  commented:  "The  greatest  message  that  one 
in  this  position  could  give  to  the  membership  of  the  Church 
is  to  keep  the  commandments  of  God,  for  therin  lies  the  safety 
of  the  individual.  Keep  the  commandments.   There  could  be 
nothing  that  I  could  say  that  would  be  a  more  powerful  or 
important  message  today. " 

The  man  who  is  now  the  eleventh  President  in  this  dispen- 
sation. President  Lee,  was  born  in  Clifton,  Idaho,  on  March 
28,  1899,  and  reared  on  a  farm. 

From  the  time  he  accepted  his  first  position,  as  a  school 
principal  at  the  age  of  seventeen,  until  he  was  called  to  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  on  April  6,  1941,  he  was  an  educator 
(a  principal  in  Idaho  and  Utah),  a  missionary  (to  the  Western 
States),  a  businessman,  and  a  public  official  (Salt  Lake  City 
commissioner). 

As  president  of  the  Pioneer  Stake,  he  organized  a  bishops 
storehouse  in  1932  to  care  for  needy  and  unemployed  mem- 
bers of  his  stake.   When  the  Church  consolidated  such  welfare 
programmes  into  the  Churchwide  welfare  plan  in  1936,  Harold 
B.  Lee  became  the  first  managing  director,  a  position  he  held 
for  twenty -two  years. 

As  a  General  Authority,  President  Lee  has  directed  or  ad- 
vised many  of  the  general  Church  committees  and  auxiliaries. 
In  recent  years  he  lias  been  most  closely  connected  with  the 
Correlation  Executive  Committee,  overseeing  the  organization 
and  development  of  the  programme  that  now  correlates  many 
of  the  teaching  and  administrative  programmes  of  the  Church. 
Since  January  23,  1970,  he  has  carried  the  dual  responsibility 
of  first  counselor  in  the  First  Presidency  and  President  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve.  His  wide  experiences  have  thus  will 
prepared  him  for  the  unique  leadership  role  to  which  he  has 
now  been  called.
